MAXWELL’S DOOM 


The State Supreme Court 
Refuses Him a New 
Trial To-Day 


And Sentences the Little Chloro- 
former to Die On August 12. 


Full Text of the Decision of the 
Highest Tribunal. 


News and Discussed the Result. 


The Most Sensational Murder Trial of the 
Century Reaches Its Climax To-Day—The 
Supreme Court Calmly Reviews all the 
Points Made by Maxwell’s Counsel and 
Can Find No Error—Details of the Crime, 
the Sensational Flight, the Capture, Re- 
turn, Trial, Etc.—Interviews With All 
Parties Connected With the Case—Steps 
Which May Delay the Case, But the 
Chances for a Postponement of the 
Hanging Very Slim. 


At last it is determined. Hugh Mottram 
Brooks, the son of an English schoolmaster, 
who stole from his friends and fled from En- 
gland under the alias of Walter UM. Lennox- 
Maxwell, is to hang for the mur- 
der of his friend, Charles Arthur 
Preller. The bones now crumbling: at 
Bellefontaine will have their long-delayed re- 
venge. Two years ago the friend was cruelly 
murdered, robbed of even his clothing, his 
body mutilated and packed in atrunk. The 
murderer fled in terror of the deed he 
had done, was captured, brought back tothe 
scene of his crime, tried, convicted, sen- 
tenceg, and now that sentence is 
affirmed. The Supreme Court this morn- 
ing rendered its decision on the appeal 
and sentenced Hugh Mottram Brooks to hang, 
with Jerry Pagels, on August 12. Two ropes 
are to drop simultaneously, and when they 
fetch up with a jerk the world will be rid of two 
murderers. It is trite’ now to say that no 
murder case in this country ever attracted 
more attention than this of Brooks’. It is 
nevertheless true. There were more 
elements in it to make the  notorie- 
ty of the murderer extend beyond the 
jurisdiction of the court that tried him. But 
in that jurisdiction no question has ever had 
the power to wholly blot out Maxwell. To- 
day, when the Supreme Court’s 
decision was known in the Post- 
DISPATCH office the information 
was conveyed tothe Oircuit Attorney’s office 
at the Four Courts. It was the first intima- 
tion of Maxwell’s fate to reach that build- 
ing. And there, of all other places in 
the city, the interest in the case 


centers. The patrolmen who were to goon 
duty at 12 o'clock were bexinning to assembie 
and the word caught them as a Kansas 
cyclone catches 1 tree. They did 
not call it sorrowful news, the 
sentence of a man to hang. Or two 
men, for there was Jerry Pagels. Yet no one 
thought of Pagels except when it might be 
some one suggested that the little egoist 
would not even be granted aseparate execu- 
tion, but had to hang with a common 
every-day sort of murderer. There were prob- 
ably only two men in the city who thought it 
sorrowiul r Martin and the 
murderer himself.

It interested judges, clerks — officers, 
all alike. ‘*‘So he’ s to hang at last. It 
strengthened their confidence in the justice of 
courts. It was a dem@gnstration of the wisdom 
that kept the city cool when the murderer 
wus brought buck, the wisdom that 
forebore to suggest clothes-lines and 
street - lamps as instruments of justice: There 
was no wild excitement in the building. The 
interest was like the ripple asteamboat leaves 
in its wake—the rippie that rolls over the 
water’s face, hits the shore and then 
ceases to exist except as a entie 
disturbance that would not frighten 
even the fishes. Judge Normile 
came down from the bench to bear it. Judge 
Noonan stopped to talk about it. Judge Cady 
was interested. But the policemen. They 
were not satisfied with the decision; 
they laid out the details of the 
execution. There was considerable surprise 
expressed everywhere forthe extreme confi- 
— of the attorneys for the defense 
in a reversal. an the half-confi- 
dence with which the  Uireuit- Attorney 
and his assistants talked of affirmance 
had led the public to think that the Supreme 
Court would remand the case. As the news of 
the sentence da ion the one fact that Max- 
well is August 12 became 
known, expressions of 
satisfaction almost everywhere. Now 
and then some one could be found to express 
regret. They k the part of the weakest 
dog, the under dog, the dog that had tried 
to whip one thrice as large as himself 
and had been thrown down finally 
with broken back and “fearful wounds.

„es, I knew all about the brief and the 
points made, and they seemed irresistible to 
me, both as a lawyer and as aman.

That I do not yet know.“ 

Well, Iam confident I will be granted a re- 
hearing. Numbers of attorneys have spoken 
tome about the case, and without «exception 
they gave it as their opinion that it would not 
be affirmed. But I did not place so much con- 
fidence in what was said to me as in what was 
told others. Lawyers who have called here to 
see other prisoners have talked to them about 
my case, and have given it as their opinion 
that there would be a reversal. 

Do you think the State Supreme Court 
— catered to pubiic opinion in this mat- 

er 

No, I would not like to make any such 
charge as that without evidence to prove it. 
The court, I presume, is composed of very 
able and honorable gentiemen, and I don’t 
think they would be guilty of anything like 
that. Lam simply ata loss how to account for 
the matter, for 1 have never entertained the 
slightest doubt about obtaining a reversal.’’ 

On what points have you placed most con- 
fidence?’’ 

Well, that would be hard to say. I have 
had every confidence in a number of the 
points made by my attorneys, and they also 
were extremely confident. Then the bulk of 
points made in favor of a reversal seemed to 
me to be so strong that I could not see how I 
could fail to secure one.

PAGELS’ CASE, 


Why Maxwell’s Gallows-Mate Is to Hang 
Blames His Attorneys. 


Jerry Pagels, whose case was affirmed by 
the State Supreme Court this morning, and 
whois sentenced to be hung with Maxwell on 
August 12, was tried before Judge Normile 
shortly after the latter took the bench. 
He was employed by E. 8. Brooks, 
A hide and tallow dealer, whose 


tannery in the southern part of the city 
Samuel Kohn, the man Pagels killed, was a 
buyer for the Norman Brown Hide Com- 
pany, who also have their tannery in 
that Pagels was 
a drunken, worthless fellow, while 
Kohn was a sober, industrious man 
whose success in business aroused the jealous 
ire of Pagels, several of whose customers leit 
him to deal with Kohn. On the evening of 
November 10, 1885, Pageis procurred a shot- 
gun and went to the tannery where Kohn was 
— 2 between Anua and Sidney, Bis- 
marck and Third streets. He told a boy 
named Mullen, who is employed at the 
tannery, to call Kohn out and tell him he 
wanted to see him. Mullen informed Kohn 
that there was. man outside wha wanted to 
see him. As Kohn came to the door Pagels 
sald: Sam, you —, want to see you. 
Then he raised his shotgun to his shoulder 
and fired. The shot tore open one of 
Kohn's arms and also penetrated the abdomen. 
The unfortunate man dropped to the ground 
and two days later died. Four days after 
the shooting Pagels was arrested in a saloon 
on Chouteau avenue. He was playing cards. 
He had returned from Lilinois, whither he fled 
after the killing. 

He was indicted and arraigned on March 22, 
1886. After four continuances his case wont to 
trial, and he was convicted of murder in the 


section of the city. 


first degree on December 17 last. His 
motion for a new trial was filed 
and overruled on the Ast of the 


same month and on the 28th a motion in arrest 


filed by his attorneys was also overruled, and 
he was then sentenced to hang on February 
II. 1887. On February 10 a bill of exceptions 
was filed and an appeal taken to the 
State Supreme Court. He was defended 
gratuitously by two young men appointed by 
the Court, but he is not ve thankful for 
their efforts in his behalt. The two 
points on which the defense relied 
for a reversal was that the Oourt 
had refused a continuance because the State 
agreed to admit the affidavits of the absent 
witnesses, whose presence the defense wanted 
to secure, and because Judge Normile decided 
thut a man who ha out his first 
paper three years but had not 
tu kon out his second papers was practically a 
citizen and a competent juror. In a recent de- 
cision the Supreme Court reversed a case be- 
cause a continuance had deen refused 
where the State eed to admit that 
absent witnesses would testify to certain facts 
if present. The court held the defense were 
entitled to the resence ot the wit 
nessesthemselves. In the Pagels case, how- 
ever, the absent witnesses were outside the 
jurisdiction of the Court, which had no pro- 
cess for securing their attendance and the affi- 
davits were in proper form, which they were 
not in the other case passed upon by the Su- 
preme Court. This of course altered the point 
considerably. 

Pagels, when asked to-day about his case, 
replied: ‘‘Iwas not given a fair trial. My 
attorneys held their t consultation with 
me about the case three days before 
I went to trial. Some of m 
witnesses were not here, and 
told them I needed them. They said it would 
be all right, thatthe case would not go to trial 
for at least a month. It did go to trial, though, 
three days later, and I was railroaded through 
without having any chance to get in my side of 
the killing. y attorneys have not been near 
me for a long time, and I don’t even know 
whether they went before the State Supreme 
Court.

After 
BEAVER was elected upon the strength of 
this statement, the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector proceeded to collect the tax levied 
upon such cash coupons by the law of 
Gongress; whereupon the same partners 
answered and proved that the alleged cash 
coupons were not cash coupons; were 
nothing but store orders, in fact, and 
therefore not taxable under the law of 
Congress. 

So the last Legislature passed a bill 
levying what was intended as a prohibit- 
ory tax on all orders, checks, coupons, 
pass-books, étc., issued for wages and not 
redeemed within thirty days by the issuer. 
This law Gov. BEAVER has vetoed on the 
ground that the tax was to be im- 
posed asa penalty, and as a penalty 
was so summary that it permitted 
the punished party no opportunity 
ot defense. It was as the friend and pro- 
tector of labor that Gov. BEAVER ran and 
was elected. He has at the first oppor- 
tunity killed with his veto the first bill 
passed in good faith to suppress the 
wrongs of the company store“ system, 
and he has killed, in the only way by 
which he could have succeeded in killing, 
a bill by which $1,000,000 of State revenue 
hitherto evaded by corporations would 
have been annually collected from them 
hereafter. 

That is the sort of protection labor gets 
from the Republican protectionists of 
Pennsylvania allthe time. No other State 
has so many labor troubles or imposes on 
labor so many real wrongs. So long as 
Pennsylvania laborers oan stand it and 
keep on voting for such protection they 
will continue to be miserable victims of

THE ASSISTED IMMIGRANT QUESTION. 

Some of the comments on Judge 
Brown’s decisions in the ‘‘assisted’’ im- 
migrant case in New York City proceed 
upon a misapprehension of its bearing. 
It simply adhered to the plain language 
and intent of the statute authorizing the 
Commissioners of Immigration to prevent 
the landing of convicts, idiots, lunatics or 
persons likely to become a public charge. 

The decision was that in authorizing the 
Commissioners to do this the statute did 
not go further and authorize them to 
assume, without investigation, that all 
assisted immigrants are convicts, idiots, 
lunatics, or persons likely to become a 
publiccharge. If the Commissioners find 
able-bodied and otherwise acceptable 
immigrants sent over to us at the expense 
of a foreign government they have no 
power to exclude them under the law as it 
is written. The fact that the passage 
money has been paid in whole or in part 
by some foreign government should 
suffice to put the Commissioners upon an 
investigation, and their authority to 
exclude any individual immigrant would 
thereafter depend upon whether they 
found him or her a convict, idiot, lunatic 
or feeble person likely to become a public 
charge. 

Mayor Hewitt holds that Congress in- 
tended to authorize the Commissioners to 
infer from the mere fact of deportation at 
a foreign government’s expense that the 
assisted immigrant must be an undesira- 
ble acquisition. But the statute was so 
drawn as to negative any such intention, 
and it will have to be amended before the 
Commissioners can exercise under it any 
greater authority than Judge Brown’s 
interpretation allows them. It has never 
been our policy to exclude sane and able- 
bodied Europeans of good character, no 
matter how poor or how they reached our 
shores, provided they were not imported 
as contract laborers, and the indiscrim- 
inate exclusion of all assisted immigrants 
would be a novel, unnecessary and un- 
popular discrimination agaiust mere 
poverty. wr

From a sermon by Rev. Bird Wilkins, colored pastor 
of Bethesda Baptist Chureh, Chicago. 

It is no advantage to the religion of Christ or 
the Church that laws are being enacted at our 
State capital to enforce the observance of 
Sunday. It is rather a reflection on the Church. 
I think the Church ought to oppose these laws 
with the same power she would an attempt to 
have all the people baptized. I am sorry to 
see it. Whenever and wherever the church 
has entered the halls of legislation seeking the 
recognition of men she has lost their respect. 
She, upon entering the politival arena, lays 
aside the holy robes of charity and thus 
loses her influence over men. She 
may have 4 majority and thus 
carry her point, but she will live to regret. 
Because it is contrary to the genius of the 
gospelof Christ. The political sword does not 
belong to the Christian Church. If she forces 
men to observe her holy days by law she be- 
comes an intolerant factor, a persecutor, and 
a robber of men’s consciences, and treads her 
foot on the poisonous serpent’s tail instead of 
his head.

French Honors to “The World.“ 


From the Courier des Estats-Unis. 

The Paris Temps states that a bauquet has 
been given at the Hotel Continental in honor 
of Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, editor-in-chief and 
proprietor of the New York WoRLD, by the 
Franco-American Union and by the members 
of the French delegation to the United States 
for the inauguration of the Statue of Liberty. 
The object of the banquet was to thank the 
New York editor for having opened in his 
paper a public subscription which resulted in 
the raising ofasum of over $100,000, thereby 
enabling the completion of the pedestal of the 
statue. 

M. de Lesseps proposed the health of the 
President of the United States, a toast which 
was suitably acknowledged by Minister Mo 
Lane. 

M. Bartholdi, amid much applause. de- 
scribed the characteristic features, the qual- 
ities and the public services which have made 
Mr. Pulitzer one of the most noteworthy per- 
sonages of American journalism. 

Mr. Pulitzer thanked his entertainers for 
their courtesy, and alluded to the traditional 
bonds of sympathy which attach the United 
States to France, bonds which had been still 
further strenethened by the gift of the fine 
Bartholdi statue and by the growing similarity 
of national institutions, especfally so far as 
the exercise of self-government is concerned. 

M. Spuller, Minister of Fine Arts, speaking 
as a journalist, expressed the hope that the 
French press would borrow from that of the 
United States some of the latter’s enterprics 
and go-ahead qualities. 


Danger From Lightning. 


From the New York Herald. 

An interesting and very, important paper on 
lightning by Dr. Hellman, issuing from the 
Prussian Statistical Office, has been recently 
translated and published in the United States 
Signal Service Weather Review. 

Dr. Hellman’s researches show that in Schles- 
wig-Hoistein , during a period of ten years, of 
all the buildings struck by lightning only 9 
per cent of those with ‘‘hard’’ roofing caught 
fire, while 68 per cent of those with soft roofing 
caught fire. The risk from lightning to churches 
and bell towers was thirty-nine times, and to 
wind-mills fifty-two times greater than to 
ordinary hard-roofed buildings. The danger 
from Hghtning d also with the increase 
of the number of houses in a given district. 
In the rural districts of Prussia the risk is five 
times greater than in the cities. It was found 
that the geological features of the ground had 
much to do with the frequency of lightning 
strokes—flat and moist lands, especially with 
loam, being most exposed to the deadly thun- 
derbolt.

GABRIEL 8. CHOUTEAU. 


Death and Burial of One of the Oldest Resi- 
dents of Bt. Louis. 


On Saturday evening last at 6 o’olock at his 
residence, 504 South Sixth street, Gsbriel Syl- 
vester Chouteau, second son of the founder of 
the City of St. Louis, passed away. Mr. 
Chouteau’s father, Auguste Chouteau, was a 
native of New Orleans and the eldest son of 
Rene Chouteau. At an early age he 


. out wien Pierre Laclede Liguest 
on his trading expedition to the 
North. Mr. Chouteau was second in 
command of this expedition, His mother and 
allher family went with him, and — — 
when they reached Kaskaskia. Auguste Chou- 
teau, Liquestand afew of their men started out 
from Fort de Ohartres to find a site for a trad- 
ing post. They selected whut is now the site 
of the City of St. Louis and marked it. The 
party returned to Fort de Chartres, and 
shortly after Auguste Ohouteau with thirty 
men started from that point to build 
the cabins and warehouse of the post. They 
buht these, and also on the ground 
afterward bounded by Main, Second, Wal- 
nut and Chestnut streets, they began what 
was afterward the Chouteau mansion. In this 
house Mme. Chouteau lived and eventually 
died. Auguste Chouteau continued to live in 
it until his death in 1829. Early in life Auguste 
Chouteau married Theresa Cerre, daughter of 
an Indian trader of Kaskaskia, and by her he 
had seven children, Auguste, Gabriel, Henry, 
Edward, Eulalie, Louise and Emilie. 
HIS LIFE. 

Gabriel was born in St. 
cember $1, . As a bo 
to school in St. Louls an afterward 
completed his education at the Catholic 
College at Bardstown, Ky. At the age of 18 he 
enlisted in a company of mounted rangers 
——- in St. Louis by Capt. Nathan Boone. 
This was during the war with Great Britain. 
He remained with this company until it dis- 
banded In 1815, when he became interested in 
the fur trade. On the death of his father in 
1829 he took charge of the old Chouteau 
mill at Ninth and Poplar streets. 
This mill ran by water-power. He «perated 
it until 1853, when by city ordinance 
the dam was removed. Hethen, at the age of 
59, retired from active business life. Durin 
the period of his business life he contracted 
rheumatism, which never left him for forty 
years. He hadawonderfully retentive mem- 
ory and had a distinct recollection of the 
haul down of the Spanish flag and the hoist- 
ing of the stara and stripes in St. Louis. The 
latter part of Mr. Chouteau’s life was spent in 
retirement athis home on Sixth street. The 
neighborhood has been offensively notorious 
for years, but Mr. Chouteau refused to leave 
his old home. Of late years he had been es- 
ranges from his family, and few of them vis- 
ited his home.

SLOSSON RETURNS 


AND CHATS ABOUT PATTI AND HER CASTLE 
* ‘ IN WALES. 


A Marvel ofa Billiard Room—The St. Louis 


Browns and the National League—Record 
of Stolen Bases This Season—The Cham- 
pions Stoned in Baltimore by the Crowd 
—Sporting News—Diamond Sparks. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

NEW YORK, June 20.—One of the first passen- 
gers who came ashore when the ship Umbria 
touched her pier on Saturday was Geo. F. Slos- 
son, the young Chicago bDilliard-player. He 
had just come from Wales, where he bad been 
the guest of Mme. Adelina Patti and Sig. Nico- 
lini at Oraig-y-Nos, Patti’s castie. He had a 
great time at the castle, and he talked about 
the visit with enthusiAsm. He started with 
Sig. Nicolini and the diva on May 14, and on 
tus 22d they arrtved at the castle. The castle 
Stands out upom & crag away up 
on the side of one of the Welsh 
mountains, and it looked grotesquely to the 
young American. The diva has made so 
many whimsical additions to the original pile 
that itis hard to make head or tail of the ac- 
cumulated designs. The interior was a reve- 
lation to the visitor. He said it was fairly be- 
wildering in the magnificence of the furnish- 
ings. Both the diva and her husband are 

BILLIARD ENTHUSIASTS, 
and they lavished money in fitting up the 
billiard parior. It is in the northern wing of 
the castle on the first floor. A rich partition 
divides the parlor into two apartments. 
In one is an English pocket bDilliard- 
table, as big as the old-fashioned Ameri- 
can table, and in addition to this is an 
American table. The latter ts a marvel of 
costly workmanship. It is made of antique 
oak richly inlaid with ebony and silver and 
bronze plaques. Soft carpets cover the floor, 
expensive paintings hang on the wall and near 
the frescoed ceiling is a gallery for a string 
orchestra. A grand piano stands in one 
corner of the room. The orchestra does not 
play there any more though, for its musicihas 
been transplanted by an orchestrion that is 
set in a partition. The diva spent $150,000 
in perfecting it. The orchestrion is 
inlaid with bronze too and with fitting 


cylinders that will play 150 operas. The diva 
had the music started when Slosson went into 
the parlor to play an exhibition game with 
her. Itsounded to him like the music of an 
orchestra of sixty pieces and filled the castle 
with melody. The collection of cues in the 
billiard parlor is a remarkable one. It con- 
tains sticks that were presented to the diva 
and Nicolini by many admirers. Among them 
is one from President Diaz, others from Vig- 
naux, young Schaefer and Dion, Patti’s tutor. 
There are also tour of different design 
that Slosson himself presented to Patti. 
Another wing in the southern end of the 
castle is furnished on the same scale of splen- 
dor as a breakfast-room and beyond that are 
two long conservatories.
